SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply: 

The  water  supplies  in  the  Tavistock  Rural  District  are  unique  in 
so  far  as  it  appears  from  researches,  of  which  the  Council  are  acquainted, 
a  relationship  has  been  detected  between  the  water  supplies  and  the 
incidence  of  cancer  in  the  area.  These  researches  are  continuing  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  new  data  is  becoming  available — as  yet  unpub¬ 
lished.  In  this  respect  I  would  mention  my  assistant  Miss  Fletchers  who 
has  succeeded  in  performing  a  retrospective  survey  with  infinite  patience; 
further  correlating  this  cancer  provocative  agent  with  the  local  sources 
of  water. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  North  Devon  Water  Board 
who,  through  their  Engineer  Mr.  Young,  have  carried  out  replacements 
as  a  medical  necessity  of  the  supplies  which  have  so  far  been  incriminated 
in  the  research  of  this  noxious  agent. 

Mr.  Young,  District  Engineer  to  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  has 
submitted  the  following  report  on  progress  in  your  district  during  the 
year; 

The  whole  of  the  water  supplying  the  northern  part  of  the  Tavistock 
Rural  District  is  from  the  Board’s  main  works  at  Prewley  via  the 
various  reservoirs.  A  continuous  and  satisfactory  supply  has  again  been 
maintained  with  satisfactory  samples  at  all  times. 

The  new  six  inch  diameter  main  from  Gulworthy  to  Abbotsfield 
providing  an  alternative  feed  to  Tavistock  has  been  completed. 

Short  mains  extensions,  and  scraping  of  mains  have  been  completed 
at  Whitchurch. 

With  the  exception  of  one  consumer,  all  residents  in  the  Horrabridge 
and  Watery  Ford  areas  are  now  receiving  Prewley  water  via  the  new  six 
inch  high  pressure  main  to  Whitchurch  Reservoir. 

Small  mains  extensions  to  serve  new  properties  have  been  carried  out 
at  Mary  Tavy  and  Bere  Alston. 

It  is  intended  to  complete  the  mainlaying  schemes  from  Bere  Alston 
to  Tuckermarsh,  and  Chipshop  to  Townlake  in  the  next  financial  year. 

Schemes  from  Longcross  to  Tuelldown,  Coryton  to  Eastcott  and 
Bere  Alston  to  Weir  Quay  are  receiving  consideration. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

During  the  year  work  commenced  on  the  Mary  Tavy  Sewerage 
scheme,  but  no  further  progress  was  made  with  the  schemes  for  Bere 
Alston  and  Sydenham  Damarel.  whilst  the  scheme  for  Lewdown  is  still 
in  the  technical  stage. 
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Maintenance  of  the  Sewage  Works  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
direct  labour  staff,  and  this  work  is  increasing  in  direct  proportion  to 
the  growth  of  many  of  the  villages,  likewise  there  has  been  a  greater 
percentage  of  pollution  owing  to  the  increased  effluent  carried  through 
the  works  and  the  resultant  amount  of  sludge  precipitated  therefrom. 
Many  of  the  village  sewage  disposal  works  were  designed  in  the  days 
when  the  science  of  sewage  treatment  was  far  less  exact,  and  when  the 
then  River  Authorities  concerned  themselves  far  less  with  the  problem 
of  river  pollution  than  is  the  case  today,  as  a  result  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when,  in  addition  to  the  above  new  schemes,  modernised  or  re¬ 
newed  works  wiil  be  required  at  Lifton,  Tinhay,  Clearbrook,  Buckland 
Monachorum,  Magpie/ Horrabridge,  Lydford,  Milton  Abbot  and  Walk- 
hampton. 

The  Bere  Ferrers  outfall  on  the  tidal  estuary  which  occasioned  con¬ 
siderable  expenditure  in  1960  has  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.. 


Refuse  Collection: 

This  service  has  continued,  using  the  Council’s  two  vehicles.  The 
amount  of  refuse  set  out  for  collection  continues  to  increase,  and  the 
acquisition  of  additional  tipping,  together  with  the  sealing  over  and  tidying 
up  of  existing  tips  is  likely  to  produce  problems  in  the  near  future. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  site  litter  receptacles  throughout 
the  Rural  District,  especially  at  those  places  most  popular  with  tourists. 

Further  extension  of  the  collecting  areas  have  taken  place  to  include 
Heathfield  and  Wallabrook. 


Public  Conveniences: 

In  the  majority,  the  maintenance  of  Public  Conveniences  presents 
no  problems,  but  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  Yelverton  and  Buckland 
Monachorum  Public  Conveniences  has  increased  several  fold  due 
to  the  depredations  of  youths.  Despite  the  proven  fact  that  this  service 
runs  at  a  loss  which  has  to  be  met  from  the  rates  fund,  it  is,  nevertheless, 
an  essential  one.  With  the  increase  of  caravans  and  touring  holidays, 
the  lack  of  conveniences  on  the  A30  Trunk  Road  can  create  quite  serious 
nuisances,  and  the  Council  might  well  consider  the  advantage  of  the 
erection  of  a  Public  Convenience  at  Lifton. 

Nuisances  have  been  reported  by  the  representative  for  Lydford  Town 
from  hoards  of  people  visiting  the  Gorge  and  ancient  castle.  The  Gorge 
is  National  Trust  property,  but  in  spite  of  several  meetings  with  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Trust,  no  offer  of  financial  aid  is  forthcoming  from  them  in 
the  provision  of  an  essential  convenience.  This  matter  will  have  to  remain 
a  matter  of  policy  and  decision  for  the  Council.

HOUSING 

During  1961  the  Council  entered  into  a  contract  for  building  22 
dwellings,  comprising  4  flats,  3  bungalows  and  15  houses  at  Drakes  Park, 
Bere  Alston.  Thirteen  of  these  dwellings  were  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  year.  In  addition  eight  dwellings  were  completed  and  occupied 
at  Mary  Tavy.  A  further  contract  was  entered  into  for  the  demolition 
and  clearance  of  the  5  hutments  sites  at  Crapstone,  and  it  is  hoped  these 
sites  can  be  restored  to  their  pre-war  agricultural  use  before  the  end 
of  1962.

In  addition  an  Undertaking  to  render  fit  for  human  habitation  was 
accepted  in  the  case  of  No.  3  Lane  Head,  Mary  Tavy  and  No.  3  Town 
Head,  Mary  Tavy.  Specifications  have  also  been  provisionally  agreed  for 
the  restoration  of  No.  2,  Station  Road>  Bere  Alston.  No.  9,  Lockeridge 
Road,  Bere  Alston,  and  the  Flat  over  the  Barn  at  Weir  Quay,  Bere  Alston. 
An  Undertaking  not  to  re-let  for  human  habitation  was  accepted  in  the 
case  of  12  Chapel  Street,  Bere  Alston. 

During  the  year  39  houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

Merely  two  applications  for  Discretionary  Grant  were  considered  by 
the  Council  and  awards  amounting  to  £750  were  approved. 

There  were  26  approvals  for  Standard  Grant,  the  aggregate  awards 
totalling  £2,488  as  part  payment  for  the  provision  of  17  baths  or  showers, 
21  Wash-hand  basins,  21  hot  water  supplies,  18  water  closets  and  10  food 
stores. 
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The  Council  continued  to  implement  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition 
Acts,  seven  applications  being  approved  in  accordance  with  the  Conditions 
of  the  Act.
